No,.nor is it 
the fame Body. For; asi faid, the Body be- 
comes another Zocy whenit is Join’d to an- 
other Soul. Or if it be Join’d to no Soul, 
as a Man’s Leg when it is Cut off and Bury’d, 
yetitis no longer an Auman Body. So that 
ther can be no fuch thing as Human Body, 
without an Human Soul. ~ Therefore when 


i the Soul is gone out of a Man, we call not 


his Bedy any more his Body, but his Corps, 
that is by way of Diftinétion (tho’ ic may 
mean the fame thing) from bis Pedy while 
it was Join’d to his Sol. 








(3-) And from hence I think fome have 
been too Nice, to Difpute whether every 
fingle Particle of the Body is Rais’d again? 
For it is the fame Body while ic is Join’d to 
the fame Soul, tho’ it Changes Particles never 
fo oft. Wecall it the fame Body with which 
we are Born, live up to be Aven, and Dye. 
For which ther is no Reafon but that it is 
{till Join’d to the fame Soul, for gow is the 
Body Chang’d from a Child to an Old Adan? 
What Particle remains the fame? I have 
heard fome Phyficians fay, That every Bit 
of a Man, his Bones as well as Flefh and 
Blood, is Entirely Chang’d every Seven Years; 
for any Man may Perceive that ther is a 
Perpetual Flux and Change in his own Body; 
fome Particles going off every Day, and new 


‘ones Coming with our Daily Food. Now if 


all the Particles that- have gon off for an 100 
Years together, were kept and put all toge- 
ther again, they wou’d make a Giant indeed ! 
Therefor { think it a very needlefS Queftion, 
what Particles of our Bodies are Rais’ again. 

Tho’ I doubt not but fufficient of the 
fame Body will be Rais‘d again. We Country- 
men fee this every Day. We know that the 
Grain we Sow do’s Afelt and Rot in the Ground, 
and fome of the Particles muft go off. Yet 
we are fure it is the fame Grain that Rifes 
again, and fome of the Particles mutt be 
Preferv’d. Forif we fow Wheat, we expect 
not a Corp of Barly or Oats. Therefor the 
Same {till comes from the Same. 

But the Certainty is much more iu A/aman 
Bodies, where, as I faid, the £ozy takes its 
Denomination from the Sou/,and in Conjunéti- 
on with it, inakes up what we call an Human 
Perfon, And tho’ ther may be great Changes 
and’ Alterations in the Body, even in every 
Part of it, and, by Degrees in the Whole; 
Yet ic is ftill the fame Body, while in Conjun- 
tion with the fame Sonl, And therefor We 
cannot Doubt in the Conjuction of Body and 
Soul at the Refurreétion, but that itis the fame 
Body that’ Dy’d; as much the Same, as che 
Body that Dy’d is the Same that was Born. 
And the Perfex is the Same; And will be the 
Same. at. the Refurreétion.

(4.) And tho’ ther will be great Altera- 
ration indeed in the Body, from Earthly and 
Corruptible, to In-Corruptible and Heavenly ; 
yet this Hinders not that it-fhou’d be the fame 
Body fill, as a Body that is Leprous and in the 
Fouleft Difeajes, is the fame Body as when in 
full Helth and Beauty: And it cou’d not be 
faid to be Recover’d trom fuch Difeafes, if it 
were not the fame Body; for one Body being 
Recover’d, do’s not Recover another Body. 
So it con’d not be faid to be a Refurreétion 
of the Body, if the fame Body did not Rife 
again: Nor cou’d it be the /ame Body, if it 
were not Join’d again to the fame Soul: Nor 
otherwife cou’d it be the fame Perfon- 

Thus you have heard my Blunt and Plain 
Philofophy, fuch as even Nature Didats, with 
common Obfervatien from things before Us; 
without any of the Cramp words, and Diffi- 
cule Terms of the Schools; in which if you 
fpoke, I fhou’d not Underftand you ; but you 
can Underftand me without them. And for 
this Reafoa you fee me to talk to my own 
Country Folks, in a Language they Under- 
ftand. 


(5.) And now from all I have faid, I 
make this Conclufion, That fince Dr. Comara 
do’s Deny, as you Quoted him in’ your laft, 
that any Human thing or Perfon is Rais’d a.

And therefor his Defign of fetling the 
Soul to Sleep after Death, was to let her Sleep 
for Ever.

| Rebearf, As they had feveral other things, 
tho’ they knew not whence they had them, 
As Sacrifices, Priefthood, Marriage, &c. Thee 
had Defcended to them by Immemorial 
Tradition all the way down from Adam. For 
ther is no Beginning or Inftitution of them to 
be found among the Heathen. But they 
were alwaysin Praétice and U/e among them. 
So that Revelation is the Foundation {till in even 
the firft Revelation made to Adam. Tho’ 
the Heathen knew nothing of Adam, and had 
loft even the Creation of the World, and of 
Mankind. Whence they Run into various 
Conjectures of their own about thefe things, 
fome Fancying the World was made by a Chance 
Jumbling of Atoms againft one another, as it 
were in the Dark.
